DISTRIBUTIVE EDUCATION at HERNDON HIGH SCHOOL 

The Distributive Education program is that part of Vocational Education that is part-time in nature. This program 
represents the combination of classroom study and on-the-job training, each complementing the other. In the 
program, the students have their schedule arranged so they attend classes half of the school day and are employed 
in a retail or service capacity during the remaining part of the day. This program is a major step providing training 
for retail and service careers. 

The Distributive Education program at Herndon High School has grown from eight students to the present one 
hundred seventy-five students. When D.E. first started at Herndon, only one class period was alloted for D.E. , now 
it has grown to nine class periods which include D.E. I, II, III, and Fashion Merchandising. The anticipated 
enrollment for the 1975—76 school year is two hundred fify students. D.E. is on the move at Herndon High School. 

During the 1974-75 school year the Herndon High School D.E. club has participated in several activities. The 
first major activity was the election of club officers; next the D.E. club held a parent-teacher night, in order to 
acquaint students parents with the overall D.E. program; next the Herndon D.E. Club participated in the D.E. 
Districk XIII Fall Rally; from this point the D.E. club has sponsored a school dance, several bake sales and a 
firewood sale project to raise money for the club; the D.E. Club has monthly dinners for members of the club. They 
will have an Employer-Employee Breakfast (to honor employers); and the D.E. Districk XIII Contest for competi- 
tion between the ten scholar will be in February.
